Attorney for Applicant very much appreciates the courtesies that were extended 
by the Examiner during recent telephone conferences with Attorney for Applicant. They 
have been very helpful in furthering our mutual attempts to resolve the issues that have 
been presented, and to properly identify patentable subject matter. 
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In response to the Restriction Requirement dated August 10, 2005, having a 
shortened statutory period for reply set to expire on September 10, 2005, Applicant 
elects, with traverse, to continue prosecution of claims that are directed to the 
patentably distinct species shown in Figures 9-11.
